ROME, June 5 (AP)— 
Pietro Nenni, Socialist vice 
premier, announced today that 
the republic had been voted 
by the Italian people and that 
King Umberto II would leave 


Italy Saturday. 

A government source four hours 
earlier had announced the defeat 
of the monarchy in the week end 


plebiscite. 

Queen Maria Jose, wife of Um- 
berto, and her four children ar- 
rived at the Capohdi Chino air- 


port in the Naples suburb tonight 
by plane from Rome. She was ac- 
companied by three ladies in wait-

Trucks loaded with 20 pieces of 
from the plane went to 
the villa. Umberto was not with 


his wife. 
to 10,000,000. 

With some votes still to be 
counted, Nenni said the republic 
had polled roughly 12,000,000 votes 
against 10,000,000 for continuance 
of the monarchy. 

Nenni said the defeat of the 
monarchy was also a defeat for 
the Vatican. 

“The Republican victory was 
made difficult by the church,” he 
said. A majority of Christian 
Democrats (the largest party) vot- 
ed for the monarchy.” 

He said Umbertc would leave 
immediately after the Supreme 
Court of Cassation made the for- 
mal announcement Saturday. 
Nenni added that the king prob- 
ably would go to Egypt, where his 
royal parents are in exile. 

Minister of interior Giuseppe 
Romita said all regions in north- 
ern Italy had voted for a republic. 
Central and southern Italy, with 
the exception of Umbria, favored 
the monarchy. Sicily and Sardinia 
also voted for the monarchy,

1925. He lived at Hotel Gates- 
worth, 245 Union boulevard, with 
his wife, the former Emma Marie 
Boyle. They had no children. 
Boyer was in Chicago to attend 
a convention of the Association of 
Operative Millers. His work with 
Monsanto entailed maintaining re- 
lations with the milling industry. 
Born at St. Joseph, Mo., Boyer 
attended Harvard University, 
Northwestern University, St. Louis 
University and Washington Uni- 
versity. During World War I he 
worked with Former President 
Herbert Hoover in the United 
States Food Administration. 
He was a member of the Ameri- 
can Association of Cereal Chem- 
ists, the Association of Operative 
Millers, the Millers’ National Fed- 
eration and was secretary of the 
Missouri Grain Dealers and Mill- 
ers’ Association. He also was a 
member of the Sales Managers’ 
Bureau of the St. Louis Chamber 
of Commerce and of the Missouri 
Athletic Club. 
Mrs. Boyer learned of her hus- 
band’s death from neighbors, who 
had heard reports of it early to- 
day on the radio.

St. Louis retail food merchants 
and consumers have been over- 
charged hundreds of thousands of 
dollars because of a vicious sys- 
tem of tie-in fruit and vegetable 
sales, which has become almost 


an accepted practice, a Post-Dis- 


patch investigation has revealed. 

W. F. Murrell, chief of the OPA 
food section here, described the 
tie-in sale practices of some of 
the Third street jobbers as “a 


most troublesome and difficult 
problem.” The practice is a vio- 
lation of OPA regulations, sub- 
ject to criminal prosecution and 
punishment not to exceed a year 
in jail and a $5000 fine, but the 
reluctance of victims to become 
witnesses has left the OPA vir- 
tually helpless to stop the prac- 
tice, Murrell said. 


The tie-in is a result of wartime 
shortages, and is still flourishing, 
merchants and persons familiar 
with the fruit and vegetable 
markets freely admit. The practice 
involves a hookup of so-called 
“hot” items, which are scarce, and 
a number of “cold” articles, 
which are plentiful. 


Bananas, scarce due to ship- 
ping and labor shortages; large 
size oranges and apples are the 
most frequent “hot” items, 
Onions, potatoes, tomatoes and 
other vegetables, plentiful in sea- 
son, are often the cold“ items, 
which the grocer must take at a 
premium in order to get the 
scarce foods which his customers 
demand. 

Premiums on “Cold” Items. 

A number of retail merchants, 


interviewed by Post-Dispatch — 


porters, estimated that premiums 
paid for “cold” items ranged from 
$1 to $2 above the market price 
per box, sack or other unit of 
measure. Some of the items tied- 
in are without ceilings, while oth- 
ers are so plentiful that the mar- 
ket price is well below the ceiling, 
but it is necessary to pay the 
higher price if the merchants ex- 
pect to have bananas or desirable 
size oranges to offer customers. 
Failure by a merchant to partici- 
pate in the tie-in racket promptly 
results in his inability to get the 
desired items. 


Most of the merchants inter- 
viewed admitted that the added 
cost of the tie-in is passed on to 
the consumer in some form or 
other. Some grocers said they ab- 
sorbed the tie-in overcharge as a 
necessary expense to keep cus- 
tomers satisfied. 

The volume of business in- 
volved is shown by orange and 
banana receipts in the St. Louis 
market. The value of the 1918 
cars of oranges unloaded here 
last year, at present ceiling prices, 
exceeds $7,000,000, while the value 
of the 1045 cars of bananas, at 
the ceiling price per hundred- 
weight is more than $2,000,000. 

Because of the tie-in practice 
a central buying group for 180 re- 
tail grocers purchased no ba- 
nanas for three years, a reporter 
was told. Merchants who belong

in Bar First 


CHICAGO, June 5 (UP)—Heat 
from,a seat in the Hotel La Salle’s 
bar Was the first indication of the 
fire. 


An ex-Marine, E. C. Harmsen of 
San Francisco, was sitting in a 
corner booth of the Silver Lounge. 


“Gee, this seat feels hot!” he 
exclaimed. 

Waitress Frieda Marianos was 
taking his order for a drink. She 
laughed. 

“No, I'm not kidding,” Harmsen 
insisted. 

He yanked up his seat cushion. 
Smoke curled out. The waitress 
yelled at the bartender. Harm- 
sen and another customer squirted 
selzer on the flames that began 
showing. They couldn't put it out. 


The fire grew fatter. 


Harmsen raced into the lobby. 
The doors to elevator No. 1 were 
closed. This elevator shaft is 
separated by a wall from where 
he had been sitting. The cage 
was somewhere high in the shaft. 
Smoke billowed through cracks of 
the door. 

“I could hear a roar down to- 
ward the bottom of the shaft,” 
Harmsen said later. “The doors 
were hot to the touch. 

“I ran back into the cocktail 
lounge. We got everybody out 
safely.”

ATTLEE CHARGES 
RUSSIA IGNORES 
POTSDAM SPIRIT 


Says Reds Insist on Letter 
of Pact, Disregard In- 
tent of Makers — 
Churchill in Debate.

LONDON, June 5 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Attlee charged in the 
House of Commons today that 
Russia had disregarded the spirit 
in which the Allies entered into 
the Potsdam agreement. 


He spoke in a foreign affairs 
debate shortly after Winston 
Churchill, wartime Prime Minis- 
ter and now opposition leader, de- 
clared that “the seeds of a new 
world war are being sown, if any- 
where,” in the Soviet-dominated 
areas of eastern Europe. 

Attlee said Russia had insisted 
on imparting to the Potsdam 
agreement a rigid and literal in- 
terpretation denying all flexibility 
to meet the changing situation, 

„J think,” said Attlee, that they 
disregard the spirit in which we 
entered into these things at Pots- 
dam.“ 

“We have to look upon the Rus- 
sian people, to some extent, as if 
they had been born in a dark for- 
est; they do not seem to under- 
stand the sunlight, the wind and 
the air of the free democracies,” 
he said. 

Attlee said one of Great Britain's 
greatest difficulties was “to try to 
get into the minds of our Russian 
friends some real understanding 
of the way we work things in 
western democracies.” 

Attlee defended Foreign Secre- 
tary Ernest Bevin in his policies, 
saying: 

“The Foreign Secretary is show- 
ing the thing that is needed most 
of all at the present time—patience 
and understanding. 

“T do not believe that we should 
judge the present state of the 
world wholly pessimistically. I 
believe, in the overcoming of our 


Crowds on Street Urge 


Screaming Guests Lean- 


ing Out of Windows 
Not to Jump—$500 Re- 
ward for Saving Wom- 
an. 


CHICAGO, June 5 (AP)—Chi- 
cago’s financial district was 
thrown into tragic confusion early 
today by the La Salle Hotel fire. 

Many screaming guests, trapped 
on the upper floors of the 22-story 
hotel, leaned out of windows, wav- 
ing bedclothes and apparently try- 
ing to decide whether to jump. On 
the streets below, firemen and by- 
standers shouted, Sit tight—we’'ll 
get you all out.” 


Steady streams of nightgown- 
and pajama-clad guests clogged 
fire escapes, Luggage and cloth- 
ing dropped from the windows and 
fire escapes. 

Firemen carried other guests 
down ladders rigged on Madison 
and La Salle street sides of the 
hotel. Panic was feared because 
of the dense smoke, although lit- 
tle flame was visible. 


Bystanders Mobilized. 

Firemen quickly mobilized by- 
standers into teams to assist 
guests. Three Chicago youths 
found elderly Claude Stratton of 
Sullivan, Ind., and Miami, Fla., a 
small, slender man, attempting to 
aid his 75-year-old wife, Winifred, 
down a sixteenth floor fire escape. 
She was almost overcome from 
smoke, 

They placed her in a chair and 
carried her to safety. Stratton at 
a hospital later rewarded the three 
with a $500 check. 

One hysterical unidentified 
woman rushed up to firemen on 
the street and screamed: 

“My sister had a heart attack 
on the thirteenth floor and she’s 
dying. I tried to help her but she 
told me to go.” 

In contrast, coming down the 
fire escape, displaying unusual 
calmness, was a blind woman 
clutching the harness of a Seeing 
Eye dog. They got to the street 
safely, 

St. Louisan’s Story. 

Fred M. Malorrus of St. Louis 
said when he opened the door of 
his fifth floor room he was “al- 
most knocked down by the black 
smoke.”

BUSSES TO REPLACE 
STREETCARS ON 3 
ROUTES JUNE 16 


New 40-Passenger Carriers to 
Go on Union, Taylor, 
Sarah Lines. 


Operation of ‘new 40-passenger 
busses in place of streetcars on 
the Union, Taylor and Sarah lines 
will begin Sunday, June 16, the 
Public Service Co. announced to- 
day. 

On the Sarah line, 27 busses 
will replace 18 streetcars during 
weekday morning and evening 
peak traffic periods, reducing the 
interval between equipment from 
three and a half to two minutes.

GUEST SNORES PEACEFULLY 
THROUGH LASALLE HOTEL FIRE 


Six Bodies Outside His Door When 
Chicago Police Arouse Him; He 
Asks, “What's Going on?” 

CHICAGO, June 5 (UP)—One 
guest slept through the fire at 
the LaSalle Hotel early today. 

Three policemen were searching 
the twelfth floor for bodies. They 
found six lying in the hall outside 
room 1248, the door-to which was 
locked, 

The policemen burst into the 
room and found the occupant, a 
middle-aged man, sound asleep 
and snoring peacefully. 

“What's the matter, what's go- 
ing on?” he asked sleepily.

Most were clad 
only in negligees or robes, Identi- 
fication was difficult. 

Three unidentified bodies—those 
of two young boys and a woman— 
had not been removed from St. 
Luke's Hospital to the morgue 12 
hours after the blaze, 

Fire Marshal Michael Corrigan, 
calling the fire the worst in his 
35 years of experience and “one of 
the hardest t6 explain,” said fire- 
men had been told three explosions, 
spaced about a minute and a half 
apart, were heard before discovery 
of the fire. 

House Detective’s Report. 

John Flanagan, chief house de 
tective at the LaSalle, said the 
fire started in the No. 5 elevator 
shaft. He quoted Detective Ed- 
ward McNamara as saying that 
the operator of the No. 5 elevator 
rushed into the lobby and said 
there was fire in his pit. Several 
persons with fire extinguishers 
went to the reported location of 
the fire, and the fire department 
was summoned, arriving in five or 
six minutes. 

“But it was simply appalling the 
way the fire spread,” McNamara 
said. “In a twinkling the whole 
lobby was a mass of flames. From 
then on, everything was chaos.” 

Coroner A. L. Brodie called an 
‘inquest and said he would use 
prominent hotel managers and en- 
gineers for members of the jury. 

City Building Commissioner Paul 
Gerhardt today said the hotel had 
never beer cited for any viola- 
tion of the building code.

WASHINGTON, June 5 (AP)— 
President Truman today selected 
Senator Warren R. Austin, Ver- 
mont Republican, to be America’s 
representative on the United Na- 
tions Security Council. 

The appointment will not be- 
come effective until next Janu- 
ary. The White House explained 
that a constitutional limitation 
prevents Austin from succeeding 
now to the position just resigned 
by Edward R. Stettinius Jr. 

Until Austin can take over, at 
the end of the Senate term to 
which he was elected, Herschel 
Johnson will represent the United 
States in United Nations affairs. 
Johnson has been serving as 
deputy American representative, 

Austin will, however, resign his

SEAMEN TO ASK GOVERNMENT 
FOR COMPROMISE PROPOSAL 


Navy and Coast Guard Ready to Help Man 
Ships if Walkout June 15 Is 
Not Averted. 


WASHINGTON, June 5 (UP)— 
The seven maritime unions threat- 
ening a nation-wide shipping 
strike June 15 will ask the Gov- 
ernment to submit a compromise 
proposal for settlement of their 
wage and hour dispute, a high 
union officer said today. 

The officer, who asked that his 
name be withheld, said the re- 
quest would be made because 
the one independent and six CIO 
unions involved in the dispute 
have receded from their original 
40-hour week demand. Ship 
owners have refused to budge 
from the 56-hour week. 

“The unions are going to strike 
on the hours issue if it is not 
settled,” the union officer 
warned. 

Director Edgar L. Warren of 
the Federal Conciliation Service, 
unaware of the union officer's 
remarks, told reporters “it is too 
early yet for the Government to 
submit a compromise proposal 
but maybe we will later.” 

The Navy, Coast Guard and 
War Shipping Administration 
went ahead with plans to man 
the merchant fleet if the strike 
materializes. 

The Navy said the first re- 
sponse to Navy Secretary Forres- 
tal’s appeal for volunteers to man 
ships in event of a strike was 
“very favorable.” It gave no fig- 
ures. 

Leaders of the CIO National 
Maritime union said unofficial re- 
turns from Monday’s referendum 
showed that its 90,000 members 
overwhelmingly favor walking 
out. 

The union officer disclosed that 
the unions had refused to nego- 
tiate wages and other issues in 
dispute until there was agreement 
on the length of the work week. 
He said ship owners had been 
non-committal on a union bid to 
arbitrate a reduction in the work 
week.

Firemen Work Feverishly. 

Firemen, working feverishly, 
were grim as they emerged from 
the smoke-filled corridors. 

Fire Capt. Vincent Malek and 
three of his company climbed up 
to the Madison street marquee: 

“The heat and smoke were un- 
bearable up there,” he gasped. 

D. Scott Taggart of Cambridge, 
Mass., a salesman, said he ran 
into a fourth floor room and saw 
two persons lying in the smoke- 
filled room. Firemen then came 
through the window to rescue 
them, but Taggart heard the fire- 
men say, “This man looks dead 
and the other might be.” 

One of the rescuers, Bernard 
Trasca, a sailor stationed at near- 
by Glenview Naval Air Station, 
said he found a legless war vet- 
eran, hopping around frantically 
on his artificial legs, looking for 
@ cane. 

Trasca said he picked up the 
wounded veteran and carried him 
down the fire escape. He did not 
learn his name. 

Shortly after the fire started, a 
white-haired man appeared at a 
sixth floor window, waving his 
arms and screaming. He disap-. 
peared, then re-appeared and 
dropped this note: 

“IT will kill myself if I am not 
saved.” 

Firemen rescued him. 

Walter L. Moody, former Illinois 
state superintendent of police, had 
© room on the seventh floor of the 
hotel. Telling of making his way 
from the building, he said: 

“About the first story, an abut- 
ment comes out over the kitchen, 
and I saw two persons leap from 
the upper floors. They dropped 
onto this offset.

I kept the door to my 
room closed and there still was 
not too much smoke in it when 1 
left.” 


HONEYMOON PAIR 
TELLS OF ESCAPE 


CHICAGO, June 5 (UP) — A 
young couple on their honeymoon 
was aroused from sleep at the 
La Salle Hotel today by the nearby 
crackling of flames and yells from 
the street. 


“We didn’t know what was 
wrong, couldn’t imagine,” said Os- 
mund Ries, 34 years old, of Beaver 
Dam, Wis., as he and his bride of 
three days, Bernice, 26, huddled 
in a fire insurance patrol truck. 


Stupefied by their sudden awak- 
ening—but aware of the nearness 
of danger—they stood uncertainly 
a few seconds in the middle of 
their third-floor room. 


“Then I got myself together 
enough to go and open the 
door,” Ries said. “Outside in 
the corridor there was a solid wall 
of flame. It licked into the room. 
I jumped back before it got me 
and slammed the door. 


“We knew we were in terrible 
trouble. 

“Just in the couple,of seconds 
our door was open, smoke had 
filled the room. 

“We rushed to the window and 
all we could see at first was fire 
and smoke and the crowds staring 
up at us. Then the firemen came 
with ladders. They weren't any 
too soon.” 


C. E. Woodard, production man- 


ager of the Knight newspapers, 
including the Chicago Daily News, 
and Mrs. Woodard, occupying a 
fifteenth-floor suite at the hotel, 
were awakened by noise of the 
fire equipment and screaming in 
the corridors. 


“We watched the fire from our 
window at first,” Woodard said. 
“We could see flames shooting 
from lower windows. 


“The smoke wasn't bad in our 
room until I opened our door, 
then it poured in. 


“Right outside our door I saw 
two women lying in the corridor, 


with smoke. A man was crawling 
around the hall with a towel over 
his face, trying to find the fire 
escape. 


“We dressed hurriedly, wet two 
towels and started groping our 
way. down the main stairway. At 
the ninth floor, the bannister got 
too hot to touch and the paint 
was blisteri on the walls. We 
reached the fire escape and con- 
tinued to the ground.” 


Woodward said there was no 
confusion on the outside fire es- 
capes but that the corridors were 
filled with milling, shouting guests. 

“Even as we were getting out, 
they had begun taking bodies 
down fire escapes and extension 
ladders,” he said, 


Yells Awaken Girls. 

Miss Eileen Diedrich, 18, and 
Miss Lorraine Colby, 19, both of 
De Kalb, III., and both students in 
a Chicago trade school, were 
asleep in their sixth-floor room. 
“We heard yells,” said Miss Died- 
rich, “and looked out the window 
to see the crowds and all the fire 
engines and lights. 

“People in the next room from 
us were waving their bedsheet out 
the window. In a few minutes 
firemen rescued us with ladders.” 

Mamie Wade, 28 years old, and 
Margaret Gay, 25, both of Birm- 
ingham, Ala., were occupying 
Room 813 in the La Salle Hotel. 
Here is Miss Wade's account of 
the fire:

CHICAGO, June 5 (AP)—The 
la Salle Hotel, whose famous 
splendor was blackened by fire to- 
day, was constructed 38 years ago. 

A 1 of the Stevens family, 
whic later built the Stevens 
Hotel here, it was started May 1, 
1908, and the management opened 
its doors to the public the follow- 
ing year. Cost of the land and 
original building was reported to 
be in excess of $8,000,000. 

An original prospectus offering 
$700,000 of first mortgage gold 
— of the Hotel La Salle Co. 

“The Hotel La Salle will be the 
largest, safest and most modern 
hotel in America outside of New 
York.” 

The prospectus described the 
building as “22 stories above and 


two below the street level” and 
added “it is of strictly fireproof 
construction. The principal ma- 
terials being used are steel, con- 
crete, Bedford stone, granite, terra 
cotta, marble and tile.” 

The hotel had 1048 guest rooms 
in its original form and 100 rooms 
devoted to operation and mainte- 
nance departments. 

The hotel is at Madison and La 
Salle streets in the heart of the 
financial district, a block from 
the City Hall and three blocks 
west of State and Madison street. 

During the depression it was 
sold to the La Salle-Madison Hotel 
Co,, which in turn was controlled 
by the Central Life Assurance So- 
ciety of Des Moines, Ia. | 

Upwards of $200,000 was spent in 
1936 on a modernizing program. 


In 1939 the hotel was leased to the 
Roanoke Hotel Corporation for 11

MAJOR FIRE DISASTERS 
OF RECENT YEARS; MOST 
DEATHS IN THEATER BLAZE

L OSS'of life in Chicago’s La 
Salle hotel fire was one of 
the highest single tolls in 

recent years but did not ap- 

proach the major fire tragedies 
of the United States. 
Chicago’s Iroquois theater 

fire on Dec. 30, 1903, when 602 

persons met death, was the na- 


tion’s greatest catastrophe from 
fire. 


Approximately 500 died in the 
San Francisco earthquake and 
fire of 1906, and 498 persons 
were killed in the “flash” fire 
that swept the Cocoanut Grove 
night club Boston, on Nov. 28, 
1942. 

A blazing canvas of the “big 
top” of Ringling Brothers-Bar- 
num & Bailey circus at Hart- 
ford, Conn., July 6, 1944, took 
the lives of 168 persons. 


Other major fires and their 
dead include: 


Ohio State penitentiary fire, 
Columbus, April 21, 1930—320. 

New London, Tex., school ex- 
plosion and fire, March 18, 1937 
— 294. 

Crile Clinic Hospital fire,

GUEST RUNS BAREFOOTED 
1] FLIGHTS DOWN FIRE ESCAPE 


CHICAGO, June 5 (UP)—State 
Labor Director Robert L. Gordon 
ran bare footed 11 flights down a 
fire escape early today to escape 
the LaSalle Hotel fire, his Chi- 
cago office reported. 

A spokesman at the office said 
Gordon had said he would remain 
in Chicago for the time being be- 
cause he lost all his personal be- 
longings in the fire. 


windows, firemen cautioned: “Sit 
tight—we'll get you out.” 

Rescue ladders were quickly 
raised and more than 50 persons 
were rescued by that means, Mili- 
tary police and shore patrol] mem- 
bers banded together with police, 
firemen and other volunteers to 
stretch nets in the streets to catch 
those who chose to leap. One wom- 
an was carried down a fire escape 
by a fireman and rushed to Pas- 
savant Hospital where physicians 
said she was expected to give birth 
to a baby soon. 

“If only some of them had not 
been panicked, they might have 
been saved,” said Fire Marshal 
Corrigan. 

A temporary morgue was hastily 
set up in the City Hall, only a 
block from the hotel. More than 
600 policemen were called to the 
scene and aided in carrying the 
dead, assisting the injured, and 
shepherding the lightly-clad and 
homeless persons who had es- 
caped. More than 50 Red Cross 
workers assisted. 

First aid facilities were estab- 
lished in the City Hall and all 
available ambulances, from public 
and private agencies, carried vic- 
tims to five hospitals. Many of 
those who escaped were frantically 
searching for friends and rela- 
tives, 

The hotel’s register was de- 
stroyed in the fire and an emer- 
gency list of those who had not 
been injured was compiled by po- 
lice, to aid in answerirfg the in- 
quiries of those seeking loved 
ones. 

Other Loop hotels quickly volun- 
teered shelter for those driven 
from their rooms. Cots were set 
up in ball rooms, and other guests 
in the nearby hotels shared their 
rooms with the dispossessed. 

One fireman was killed and 20 


fire and smoke. 


Many of the fleeing guests tried 
to carry personal possessions with 


them, but in many cases the loads 
grew too heavy and the corridors 
were lined with abandoned belong- 
ings. A pile was assembled in the 
streets. 

There were many stories of in- 
dividual heroism. Taxicab driv- 
ers waiting at the hotel for fares 
went to the upper floors to as- 
sist. 

Walter Boris, an employe of the 
Chicago elevated lines, was cred- 
ited with carrying 12 persons from 
the third floor. Boris said that he 
came on one couple overcome in 
their bed. He carried them to the 
bathtub, covered them with wet 
towels and called help. Police 
then evacuated them on stretchers. 
All streets were blockaded one 
or two blocks away from the ho- 
tel to keep back the thousands of 
spectators who gathered. This 
morning, the blockades remained 
in place and additional thousands, 
working in buildings in the roped 
off area, had to obtain special 
permission to pass. 

Fire Commissioner Corrigan es- 
timated damage to the hotel at 
$100,000. 


FIRE STARTS NEAR 
COCKTAIL LOUNGE 


CHICAGO, June 5 (UP)—Fire 
department officials, investigating 
the cause of the La Salle Hotel 
fire, found that the fire apparent- 
ly started in an elevator shaft 
below the street level. They be- 
lieved it started in a single cable 
beneath an elevator car. 

The flames spread from an ele- 
vator shaft to an adjoining cock- 
tail lounge and within seconds 
turned the ornate lobby into a 
death trap. 

Modernistic leather upholstery 
in the bar ignited almost instantly 
and soon the expensive wood pan- 
elled walls of the lobby were en- 
veloped in flames. 

Dr. J. G. Ritter, Los Angeles, 
told authorities he noticed a small 
fire at the top of a steel elevator 
door on the first floor. 

Ritter called a bellboy who came 
with a fire extinguisher, but did 
not use it. Instead, Ritter and the 
bellboy went to the desk in the 
lobby ar called the fire depart- 
ment. he bellboy reported a 
small elevator fire, Ritter said. 
Just then flames and smoke 
swept into the lobby and forced 
Ritter to leave. Asked if he saw 
any hotel employes make an ef- 
fort to put out the fire, Ritter 
said: “No, I did not.” 

Oscar Buford, hotel fireman, 
told investigators he smelled fire 
in the sub-basement three floors 
beneath the ground. He notified 
Hotel Engineer John Barbary, who 
said he already.had discovered 
fire in elevator No, 4 during a 
routine inspection. Barbary said 
he went to the engine room to cut 
off the power, but was informed 
by Maintenance Man Fred Wolfe 
that the fire was out of control. 
Wolfe said a signal cable beneath 
the elevator was smoking. 

Red Cross officials said some of 
the victims died en route to hos- 
pitals, most of them from the ef- 
fects of smoke. Few burned to 
death. Thirty-five persons were 
given artificial respiration and re- 
vived but some died later. 

Two doctors went from room to

conscious occupants overcome by 
smoke. They could do nothing, 
however, for a 10-year-old boy on 
the third floor and a 13-year-old 
girl on the fourth floor who died 
of asphyxiation. The boy's body 
was found by the window, where 
he apparently had dragged. him- 
self to seek escape, 

At the emergency hospital and 
morgue set up at the City Hall, 
bodies covered with fire depart- 
ment blankets lined the marble 
corridors. 

Priests administered last rites 
and sought to comfort relatives of 
the dead. Doctors hurried through 
the halls, stethoscopes in hand, 
administering stimulants. Red 
Cross girls gave first aid and 
served coffee to the less seriously 
injured. 

The coroner went through per- 
sonal effects and clothing trying 
to identify the victims, Identifica- 
tion was difficult, however, be- 
cause many were in night clothes, 
Before the fire was brought un- 
der control Patrolman John Han- 
ley said he saw hotel guests loot- 
ing the bodies lying in the halls, 
Hanley, a’ veteran of the Air 
Force, said he “never saw any- 
thing like this in the war.” 


Quincy Mayor and an Alderman 
Among Fire Victims. 
CHICAGO, June 5 (AP)—Mayor 
Edward J. Schneidman of Quincy, 
III., and Martin Heinen, an alder- 
man, were among the victims of 
the La Salle Hotel fire. Two asso- 
ciates who accompanied him here 
could not be found immediately. 
Schneidman’s body was identified 
at the Cook county morgue by 
Attorney Henry Pollock of Quincy. 
Missing were James Potter, 
Quincy public engineer, and Em- 
ery Sallstrom, manager of the 
Quincy Public Housing Authority. 
All four were believed to have 
—— registered at the La Salle 
otel. 


TWO PASSERSBY CARRIED 
A INJURED FROM HOTEL 


CHICAGO, June 5 (UP)—Two 
heroes of the fire that swept the 
La Salle hotel were 
from Gaynedd Valley, Pa. 

J. Robert Whitezell and his 
friend, Chief Petty Officer Frank 
J. Abrams rushed to help firemen 
when they saw the blaze, They 
carried out six dead and 21 in- 
jured persons from the fourth and 
sixth floors, police said.

FRANCE SAYS ALLIES FAVOR

PARIS, June 5, (AP)—France 
greeted British-American an- 
nouncements of aid to overcome a 
current coal shortage with the 
wry comment today that the 
French will get one-third less coal 
than they received during the first 
months of this year. 

“Germany is the only one not 
to undergo any prejudice because 
of the stoppage in American coal 
production,” said a statement is- 
sued by the foreign ministry. The 
statement noted that France’s 
June allotment of German ‘coal 
was raised from 900,000 to 1,125,- 
000 tons but the period covered 
was expanded to five weeks, re- 
sulting in “no increase in Ger- 
man exports.” 

France was shipped 195,000 tons 
of American anthracite for May 
and early June but preceding ship- 
ments “amounted to about 500, 
000 tons a month.”

“I bet that I could get at least 
100 signatures to my petition in 
less than half an hour and I did 
just that,” Boren said. 

Representative Vito Marcanto- 
nie (American Labor), New York, 
floor leader for the pro-Labor bloc, 
said that more than 90 House 
members had signed his petition 
oe the Case bill. They had, in 

ect, pledged themselves to up- 
hold the President if he vetoes 
the bill, Marcantonio said. 

The pro-Labor group will pre- 
sent their petition to the Presi- 
dent Friday. Boren did not say 
when he would send his to the 
White House. 


WASHINGTON, June 5 (AP)— 
President Truman is reported to 
be getting conflicting advice from 
some of his closest associates 
about the Case labor disputes bill. 

One Capitol Hill friend of the 
President told a reporter today 
he was urging Truman to sign the 
bill, This official believes it would 
be “good politics” for Truman to 
carry out in that fashion the firm 
stand he took on the labor ques- 
tion at the height of the railroad 
strike. 

On the other hand, Democratic 
National Chairman Robert E. 
Hannegan is widely credited with 
advising Truman to veto the bill. 
Hannegan was said to believe a 
veto would retain some of the 
labor support that Truman other- 
wise might lose. 

Among other things, the Case 
bill would make unions subject to 
damage suits for contract viola- 
tions and would set up a federal 
mediation board with power to 
forbid strikes for 60 days. 

With reports that various drafts 
of a veto message already are un- 
der preparation, the White House 
apparently is being subjected to 
intense pressure. 

Labor leaders have united in 
denouncing the measure. Nearly 
a hundred House members have 
signed a petition urging the Pres- 
ident to veto it.

U. S. Report Indicates 25 
Pct, Rise in Volume in 
Central Mississippi Val- 
ley for 1946. 


Retail store customers, their in- 
comes and bank accounts larger 
than ever tefore, are buying bet- 
ter-quality, higher-priced mer- 
chandise than in the past, the 
United States Department of 
Commerce reported today. 

The report pointed out, how- 
ever, that customers are restricted 
in their buying by scarcities of 
many items, including some low- 
priced goods, that they might 
normally purchase. 

The analysis was made in a 

summary pre d by the local 
office of the department, of retail 


trade developments during the 


first three months of this year in 
the central Mississippi Valley re- 
gion. The region includes parts 
of Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Mississippi 
and Arkansas. 

Retailers think, the report says, 
that the new pattern of buying 
may be indicative of “the great- 
est price and quality conscious 
purchasing period in the history 
of the American consumer.” 

The present buying. boom, 
which inereased the dollar volume 
of department store sales 16 per 
cent during January, February 
and March, is expected to in- 
crease during the rest of this 
year, if goods are available, the 
report said. It added that ‘sales 
at most stores are now equaling 
or exceeding first quarter levels. 
Most Stores and Stocks Larger. 

In general, most stores have 
been able to increase somewhat 
the size and variety of their 
stocks. the report stated, and 
“somewhere, somehow, retailers 
continue to receive merchandise 
to keep sales booming in practi- 
cally all departments.” 

Orders by retail stores from 
manufacturers and wholesalers 
are much larger than they were 
last year, and in some cases re-. 
tailers are ordering goods for de- 
livery a year or more in advance, 
the summary said. Many retail- 
ers are still ordering twice as 
much merchandise as they ac- 
tually need in order to have a 
sufficient quantity, it was said, 
but this practice has decreased. 

Department stores reported to 
the Department of Commerce 
that their total sales this year 
should be 25 to 35 per cent higher 
than they were last year, if prices 
remain at about the present level. 
Sheets, pillow cases, towels, and 
infants and children’s wear, the 
stores said, are more plentiful but 
will be in short supply until the 


TRUMAN REPORTED AGAINST 


WASHINGTON, June 5 (AP)— 
The proposal for a single chief of 
staff over the armed forces was 


reported today as due to be 
dropped from consideration as 
President Truman personally un- 
dertook to reconcile Army-Navy 
merger differences. 

Congressional circles heard re- 
ports the President had decided 
against the plan for a single chief 
of staff, which has been strongly 
supported by the Army. 
anonymous Senator told a reporter 
it was his information that Tru- 
man has sided with the Navy on 
this particular issue. 

The fact that Truinan is taking 
over the job of resolving Army- 
Navy merger disagreement was 
disclosed after a 90-minute con- 
ference yesterday of the President, 
Secretary of Navy Forrestal and 
Secretary of War Patterson. 
White House Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross said Truman 
termed it “a very constructive 
session.” 

Nevertheless, Forrestal was re- 
ported sticking by the Navy’s con- 
tention that two cabinet depart- 
ments should be maintained in- 
stead of the single department of 
common defense suggested in a 
bill sponsored by Chairman Thom- 
as (Dem.), Utah, of the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee and 
Senators Hill (Dem.), Alabama, 
and Austin (Rep.), Vermont. 

While there was some indica- 
tion that those who favor the 
Army plan might be willing to 
compromise on the proposal to re- 
tain two cabinet members, few 


Senators thought any basic 
changes in the military lineup will 
get serious consideration in this 
session of Congress. 

Senator Maybank (Dem.), South 
Carolina, a member of the mili- 
tary and appropriations commit- 
tees, said he expects no action on 
a merger bill as such, but would 
not be surprised if efforts are 
made to bring about a partial 
consolidation of Army and Navy 
activities, such as the purchasing 


Discussing yesterday's White 
House conference, Ross informed 
reporters that all points of Army- 
Navy disagreement were “thor- 
oughly discussed by all sides,” and 
that Truman “will decide what 
form of unification will be the 
policy.”

Women’s apparel stores report- 
ed less difficulty than men’s 
stores in obtaining merchandise, 
and their ratios of sales to stocks 
are more nearly normal than in 
any other retail fields, the sum- 
mary said. Hosiery and lingerie, 
however, were reported to be 
scarcer than at any time since 
the beginning of the war. Some 
retailers said they had had an in- 
creased demand for good quality 
lower-priced women’s clothing. 

Retail sales in furniture stores 
were reported to be 54 per cent 
higher the first three months of 
this year than they were the same 
period last year. Bedroom, dining 
room and kitchen furniture is al- 
most impossible to obtain, the 
stores said, but they listed good 
supplies of upholstered furniture, 
draperies, end tables, aluminum 
ware, floor coverings and elec- 
trical appliances. 

Chain drug stores said their 
stocks were considerably larger 
than they have been.

Shoe stores are placing 
orders from six to 12 months in 
advance, the summary said.

Some, who did pur- 
chase bananas, did so on the out- 
side, paying tie-in premiums, 
Short Weight Involved. 

Another racket practiced by ba- 
mana dealers, the Post-Dispatch 
was told, involves short weight. 
The merchant billed for 100 
pounds of bananas receives only 
90 pounds, or less. Differentials, 
in smaller lots, May be as much 
as 30 per cent, some merchants 
said. The grocer may also be re- 
quired to accept bananas on the 
stalk at the higher price allowed 
for cutoff bananas. If the grocer 
complains about short weight, he 
gets no more bananas from that 
jobber. This overcharge, as in the 
case of the tie-in, is passed on to 
the consumer. 

Earl Felger, manager of the 
Fruit Dispatch, which is owned by 
the United Fruit Co., is the prin- 
cipal banana agent here, supply- 
ing jobbers. He explained that 
normal receipts of 200 cars of 
bananas a month dropped to 10 
and 15 per cent of that figure dur- 
ing the war. Present shipments 
are up to about 60 per cent of 
normal, Felger estimated.

BUDAPEST, Jume 3 (Delayed) 
(AP) — A new 100-billion pengo 
note was issued today as Hun- 
gary's inflation reached a higher 
degree of confusion, including a 
teachers’ strike which has closed 
all Budapest elementary schools. 

If the new note had existed be- 
fore the war it would have been 
worth 20 billion dollars, Today 
with the dollar selling for 120 bil- 
lion pengos, the new bill is worth 
about 83 cents. 


The striking teachers, protest- 
ing against delays in paying them 
caused by the currency shortage, 
are supposed to receive a salary 
equivalent to about $2 on the last 
day of each month. 


They have not yet made any 
definite demands, but spokesmen 
say they want an increase in 
salary up to the equivalent of 
about $5 per month. Before the 
war they earned the equivalent of 
about $50 a month,

Several opponents said can- 
vasses of veterans in their coun- 
ties disclosed gen ral opposition. 
Adequate benefits were provided 
through the Federal G.I. bill and 
more could be accomplished by 
the state in aidirg veterans to 
obtain jobs and housing than by 
a cash bonus, it was said. 

Vote Largely on Party Lines. 

Representatives John S. Sample 
(Rep.) of Fredericktown, and 
Fred Norden (Rep.) of Poplar 
Bluff, who drafted the measure, 
defended the proposed bonus as 
an obligation of the state to the 
veterans. Other sponsors denied 
the additional sales tax would 
cost the veterans the equivalent 
of the bonus, or that there would 
be any effort to retain the in- 
creased sales tax after the bonds 
were retired, 

The vote on the amendment 
largely divided on party lines, 
with Republicans supporting it 
and most of the Democrats vot- 
ing against it. 

The House also defeated a bill 
calling for an appropriation of 
$2,000,000 from the state post-war 
reserve fund, to aid public school 
districts, on a dollar-for-dollar 
matching basis, in constructing 
and equipping, or remodeling 
school buildings. 

The bill, which originally called 
for a 310,000,000 appropriation, 
was attacked ag inadequate, and 
as being an opening wedge for fu- 
ture heavy state appropriations for 
such aid, once a legislative policy 
of matching local contributions 
toward school buildings was estab- 
lished. 

The state’s 8750 public school 
districts would have been eligible 
for aid from the state fund, sub- 
ject to approval of the State Board 
of Education, after issuing district 
school building bonds up to the 
constitutional limit. The proposed 
$2,000,000 appropriation would 
have provided an average of $228 
for each district, if all districts ap- 
plied for aid. 

The House recessed yesterday 
afternoon, until June 11, pending 
Senate action on general appro- 
priation bills for operation of the 
state government for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1. 


U. S. DROPS TRADING CHARGES 
AGAINST GLENN L. MARTIN 


WASHINGTON, June 5 (AP)— 
The Agriculture Department yes- 
terday dropped its charges that 
Glenn L. Martin, Baltimore air- 
plane manufacturer, violated gov- 
ernment trading regulations in 
connection with transactions in 
rye futures contracts on the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade on June 
9, 1945. However, it ordered Mar- 
tin’s broker suspended for five 
days from trading. 

Martin and his broker were 
charged by the department with 
having traded in excess of a 
daily limit of 2,000,000 bushels of 
rye futures. The limit had been. 
set by the government to prevent 
what it called “excessive specula- 
tion.” 

At hearings, Martin and his 
broker stated that neither in- 
tended to violate the regulation 
and that neither knew of its exist- 
ence. Martin said he did not know

ALLIES SAY REDS 


HAVE GUT FORCES 
INEUROPE SO PUT. 


Soviet Occupation Army 


Now Estimated at 3, 
000,000 Men — Large- 
Scale Shifting of Units. 


By JOHN B. McDERMOTT. 


BERLIN, June 5 (UP)—Allied 
sources estimated today that 
Soviet occupation forces in Eu- 
rope have been cut.by 50 per cent, 
from 6,000,000 to 3,000,000 men. 

The estimate from Allied in- 
telligence sources covered Red 
Army units stationed in Germany, 
Poland, Austria, the Balkans and 
Hungary. It did not cover se- 
curity border guards and units at 
strategic installations. 

The reports said redeployment 
of Red Army occupation forces 
had been in progress for some 
time. Intelligence officers first 
viewed the massive troop move- 
ments with some concern, but said 
it was soon apparent that with- 
drawal of combat units into Rus- 
sia had necessitated reshuffling 
of remaining occupation units in 
“a purely normal manner.” 

The estimate of Red Army 
forces remaining in Germany was 
not given, but it was said that at 
least five Soviet armies were in 
Germany with strong formations 
along the Elbe river and the 
Oder. 

Russian strength in Hungary 
was estimated at 400,000 men. 

Large-scale withdrawals from 
Austria have been in progress for 
sevefal weeks, it was reported. 
Some of the Austrian units were 
moved north into Germany, west 
of Leipzig, to replace units with- 
drawn into Russic. 

Whether units returned to Rus- 
sia are immediately demobolized 
was not known, but official an- 
nouncements in Moscow have said 
that masses of Red Army men in 
the older age groups are being 
demobilized. 

Troop movements in recent 
months in Soviet sectors, it was 
said, were either redeployment or 
training maneuvers. Some Soviet 
training maneuvers have been con- 
ducted south of Berlin and west 
of Leipzig where sizeable con- 
centrations of tanks were re- 
ported. 


PAMPHLET LISTS 
AIDS OFFERED BY 
VETERANS CENTER 


Shows Readiness of Staff, 
12 Co-operating Agen- 
cies to Help G.I. With 


Problems. 


The Veterans Service Center 
staff and representatives of 12 co- 
operating agencies are available 
at the Civil Courts Building to 
help the veteran achieve “the 
realization of his foxhole dreams,” 
it is pointed out in a pamphlet 
prepared by the center staff. 

The pamphlet, describing serv- 
ices available at the center, is 
being distributed to veterans’ or- 
ganizations, William K, Moors, di- 
rector, said today. It is in mimeo- 
graphed form, 20 pages long. 

“We either have the informa- 
tion, know who has it, or we'll get 
it,” is the center slogan, the 
pamphlet, states. “The counselors 
at the center are carefully chosen 
veterans whose backgrounds and 
temperaments qualify them to give 
understanding and expert assist- 
ance to returning veterans on a 
basis of having shared like ex- 
periences.

Navy Discloses Use—Ger- 
man System of Spotting 
Gun Positions. 


WASHINGTON, June 5 (AP)— 
How invisible infra-red rays were 
put to work by both sides during 
the war was related by Govern- 
ment departments yesterday. 
The Navy, in its first official 
announcement of its wartime use 
of infra-red, said the rays guided 
our invasion ships and permitted 
secret signaling at night. The 
statement gave no details. 

At the same time the Commerce 


Department told how Germany 
succeeded in locating British gun 
positions by means of infra-red 
photography across the English 
Channel, 

A translation of a German army 
study on the military aspects of 
infra-red radiation and pho- 
tography was offered for public 
sale by the Commerce Depart- 
ment’s publication board. 

The report said infra-red pic- 
tures of British coastal instal- 
lations made from the French 
shore at distances as great as 56 
miles showed details of radar and 
other electronic structures. 

Gun locations were determined 
by making night photos of the 
muzzle flashes and superimposing 
them on daytime pictures. 

In counter-spy work, infra-red 
rays were reported useful in 
photographing contents of letters 
without opening the envelopes.

BILL PASSED BY HOUSE 


Measure for State Levy on 
Income Now Goes to 
Senate. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 5— 
An annual state tax of 10 per cent 
of the net income of small-loan 
companies and loan and invest- 
ment companies, to be distributed 
by the state to the counties or 
political subdivisions in which the 
companies are located, after de- 
ducting collection costs, was 
passed by the House yesterday 
afternoon and sent to the Senate. 
The bill is the last of seven 
measures establishing a new sys- 
tem of taxation of intangible per- 
sonal property, such as notes, 
mortgages, bonds and other se- 
curities, required by the new Con- 

stitution. 

The other six bills, already 
passed by both houses and ap- 
proved by Gov. Donnelly, include 
the general act levying a 4 per 
cent tax on the annual yield of 
intangible personal property and 
companion measures relating to 
taxation of insurance companies, 
banks and trust companies, and 
building and loan associations. 

The loan company bill was 
drafted in the House after the 
loan companies objected that their 
inclusion in the general act on 
taxation of intangible personal 
property would result in taxing of 
their gross income, virtually all 
of which is derived from interest 
on loans.

Convicted Woman Says She Gave 
Rose Information. 
MONTREAL, June 5 (AP)— 
Kathleen Willsher, former em- 
ploye of the British High Com- 
missioner’s office in Ottawa, tes-

SENATE GROUP AGAIN VOTES 


TO LIFT MEAT PRICE CURBS 


Approves Ending of 


Controls on Poultry, 


Dairy Products — Bowles Regards 
Evolving Bill as ‘Monstrous.’ 


WASHINGTON, June 5 (AP)— 
The Senate banking committee 
went back to work today on a 
price administration bill which 
Economic Stabilizer Chester 
Bowles said is taking the shape 
of a “monstrous thing.“ 


The committee reaffirmed, on 
an I1-to-7 vote, its proposal to 
lift price controls from livestock, 
meat, poultry and dairy products 
June 30. The vote came on a 
motion by Chairman Wagner 
(Dem.), waging a rear guard ac- 
tion to save as much of price con- 
trol as possible, to reverse the 
committee’s action of last Satur- 
day when it voted, 10 to 8, to re- 
move meat controls and 9 to 8, to 
lift controls from dairy products. 


In the first of its two session 
today, the group tentatively rati- 
fied the $1,110,000,000 it had voted 
for subsidies. That sum would be 
used for food subsidies from June 
30, 1946, to May 1, 1947, and for 
subsidies on metals and rubber 
for a full year past June 30. 


However, Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, said that if the Senate 
finally approved the elimination of 
controls on meat and dairy prod- 
ucts, the food subsidiary item 
probably would be trimmed to 
about $400,000,000. OPA had asked 
for about $1,700,000,000 for that 
purpose, 

The committee defeated, 9 to 7, 
an amendment by Taft to set up 
a system for lifting price controls 
from non-agricultural products. 
Under that plan, authority over 
non-farm products would have 
been vested in a decontrol board. 

In deporing the present status 
of the committee bill, Bowles 
asked for reversal of the group’s 
earlier decision on meat control as 
well as others which he said 
threaten to “wreck our hopes of 
stability and full production.” 

He said last night the meat de- 
cision would increase prices 40 to 
50 per cent by September and that 
last week's boost in dairy ceilings 
were “only a curtain raiser to 
what lies ahead” for milk, butter 
and cheese. 


in a radio address., would make it 
impossible to hold the line on 
rents, would lift clothing prices 
10 per cent and would cut down 
flour at home and grain shipments 
to hungry abroad, 

“To me,” Bowles asserted, “the 
bill which the Senate committee 
seems determined to recommend 
is a monstrous thing.” 

With the committee renewing 
its effort to finish the bill today, 
Taft indicated he might seek 
another vote on his price margin 
amendment, rejected yesterday on 
an 8-to-8 tie. 

That amendment would require 
OPA ‘to set prics ceilings 80 as 
to allow manufacturers and pro- 
cessors the price they charged for 
an article in the base period Oct. 
1-15, 1941, plus the weighted av- 
erage unit cost increase since 
then in the industry. 

Majority Leader Barkley (Ky.), 
has abandoned hope of getting the 
one-year extension bill before the 
Senate earlier than next week. 

Meanwhile, there is talk in the 
cloakrooms and corridors that 
OPA may be in for rougher treat- 
ment on the Senate floor than it 
was in the banking committee. 
It is considered certain that 
attempts will be made to exempt 
whole categories of products from 
price control, and some Senators 
are advocating killing OPA out- 
right at the end of this month. 

Bowles said that course would 
be preferable to the one now be- 
ing followed. 

“If we intend to sell out the 
public interest in an effort to 
please the pressure groups,” he 
said in his speech, “let’s be honest 
about that, Let’s eliminate price 
and rent control once and for all.” 

Bowles said there has been no 
direct proposal to increase rents 
and added that has been a “source 
of meager satisfaction” to some 
people. 

But, he declared, “that hope is 
a snare and a delusion, With other 
prices soaring upward, we couldn't 
possibly hold rents where they are 
now. Before long your landlord

Governorship Primary but Another 
Loses Nomination in California 


James E. Folsom Easy Victor in Southern 
Run-Off—Gov. Warren, Seeking Another 
Term in California, Named by Both Major 
Parties—Inquiry in New Mexico.

CIO-PAC candidate won the Alabama governorship in yester- 
day’s primary election, but another lost the nomination in Cali- 


fornia, as the Federal Bureau 
into voting in New Mexico. 

Two CIO-PAC candidates for 
Congress, one in New Jersey and 
the other in Alabama, also were 
beaten. The results in primaries 
in five states: 

ALABAMA — James E. (Big 
Jim) Folsom, 37-year-old war vet- 
eran and a political novice, scored 
with surprising ease over Lt. Gov. 
Handy Ellis in a run-off for the 
Democratic nomination for gover- 
nor, equivalent to election. 

Hillbilly Band Used. 

Folsom, indorsed by the CIO- 
PAC and advocating repeal of the 
poll tax, campaigned indefatigably 
with a hillbilly band. Ellis prom- 
ised retention of the poll tax and 
sought to make the CIO-PAC a 
main issue of the race. 

Today Ellis Conceded. 

Representative Luther Patrick, 
also indorsed by the CIO-PAC, 
was defeated for the Democratic 
renomination by Laurie C. Battle, 
former Army major, in the ninth 

ham) district. 

Negroes voted for the first time 
in a Democratic primary in Ful- 
ton, Georgia’s most populous 
county, of which Atlanta is the 
geat. Some 122,000 persons—about 
24,000 of them Negroes—were reg- 
istered, but the turnout was rela- 
tively small, despite ideal weather. 

CALIFORNIA — Republican 
Gov. Earl Warren, seeking an- 
other term won both the Repub- 
lican and Democratic nominations. 
Senator William F. Knowland, an- 
other California Republican who 
hoped to be selected by both polit- 
ical organizations, ran far ahead 
in his own party’s senatorial pri- 
mary but trailed former’ United 
States Representative Will Rogers 
Jr., son of the late humorist, for 
the Democratic indorsement. 

California's laws permit candi- 
dates to file in both party pri- 
maries. 

Democratic Attorney General 
Robert W. Kenny, today conceded 
a double victory to Warren, Re- 
publican, in the state primaries, 
giving Warren the nomination of 
both major parties for re-election. 

Choice of Both Parties. 

By becoming the choice of both 
major parties — tantamount to 
election next November—Warren 
was the first governor to be re- 
elected to a second term since 
Hiram Johnson performed that 
feat in 1914, and he was the first 
in history to be the nominee of 
both parties under California's 
system of cross-filing.

Hitler's Guess 
Right on Place 
Of ‘44 Invasion 


None in Reich Knew 
Allies Would 
Bring Ports, U. S. 
General Writes. 


DOLF HITLER guessed’ the 
A approximate place of the Allied 

landing in Normandy June 6, 
1944. But neither Hitler nor his 
generals realized that the Allies 
were taking ready-made harbors 
across the channel to France. Lt. 
Gen. Walter Bedell (Beetle) Smith 
tells of the eventful decisions lead- 
ing to “The Invasion Gamble” in

Gen, Walther Warlimont, deputy 
chief of the German Armed 
Forces Staff, is quoted by Gen. 
Smith as authority for his account 
of the German strategy. 

“The German generals,” Smith 
wrote, “believed the attack would 
come east of the Seine, because it 
offered the shortest route across 
the channel and the shortest way 
to Germany and the Ruhr. They 
also felt we would want to attack 
in that region because our air 
force could give better support 
close to its British bases. But 
Hitler held to his belief that Nor- 
mandy was the place. ‘We gen- 
erals figured along the lines of 
our regular military education,’ 
Warlimont observed, ‘but Hitler 
figured, as he always did, out of 
intuition.’ Strangely enough, ex- 
cept for the reinforcements of 
troops and weapons, no special 
alert was given to the forces in 
Normandy, so Warlimont said. 
The High Command was quite 
confident that our assault could 
be thrown back, wherever it 


came.“ 


Weather was the chief worry. 
Gen. Smith relates. The Allied 
command was confident of its 
ability to make the scheduled 
landings. There was anxiety, how- 
ever, as to what the Germans 
might do after the landings had 
been made. Two plans were fol- 
lowed—to cut down rail facilities 
for quick invasion of the battle 
areas, and to deceive the Germans 
into expecting an invasion else- 
where, to meet which large forces 
would be held in reserve. Both 
efforts succeeded. Rail centers 
were knocked out, and bridges 
over the Seine and the Loire were 
destroyed. 

In giving the appearance of 
planning invasion, elsewhere, Gen. 
Smith says, “We were successful 
beyond our most optimistic dreams 
and, I might add, beyond good 
military judgment on the part of 
the German High Command, The 
Germans. acted on the assump- 
tion that we would make at least 
two landings. They thought the 
invasion fleet off Normandy must 
represent only half or less of our 
total offensive force. For six 
weeks after we were ashore, 19 
badly needed wnfantry divisions of 
the Fifteenth German Army were 
held idle in the Pas-de-Calais area, 
where the enemy continued to be- 
lieve Gen. Patton would land with 
a second major assault. 

“We did nothing to disabuse our 
enemy of this delusion and much 
to foster it. Dummy landing ships 
appeared in the Thames and also 
on the Dover coast, and there 
were camps in East Anglia which 
might have bivouacked thousands 
of troops. Actually they were de- 
serted tent cities, given semblance 
of life by enough men to keep the 
fires burning for German recon- 
naissance pilots to photograph.” 

The German High Command as- 
sumed, the writer says, that a 
port was essential for a successful 
invasion. They were right about 
this, but— 

“What the High Command did 
not know was that we were bring- 
ing our port with us. Their In- 
telligence completely missed what 
was undoubtedly the most ingeni- 
ous and fantastic plan ever con- 
ceived to overcome lack of port 
facilities on a hostile shore. This 
was the string of sheltered an- 
thorages, including two actual 
harbors, each the size of Dover, 
which we ferried across the chan- 
ne] piecemeal and assembled op- 
posite the invasion beaches. 

“The Germans never realized the 
vital importance of these strange 
contraptions in the Thames which 
looked something like five-story 
office buildings lying on their 
sides. Laborers who had worked 
in the north of England hazarded 
the guess that they were floating 
grain elevators which we pro- 
posed to tow across the Channel 
to feed the civilian population of 
Europe. We did not contradict 
the story.” 

In two matters of vital impor- 
tance in the invasion, Gen. Eisen- 
hower was compelled to overrule 
the judgment of subordinates. 
British Air Marshal Sir Trafford 
Leigh-Mallory, commander in chief 
of the Allied Air Expeditionary 
Force, demurred at Eisenhower's 
plan for the use of airborne 
troops, to engage the Germans be- 
hind the landing area and thus to 
lessen the enemy pressure on the 
invaders. 

Leigh-Mallory believed, because 


of the strong anti-aircraft de- 


fenses in the area, that casualties 
to airborne troops would be pro- 
hibitive. Eisenhower did not 
share this view, confirmed the 
operation over the Briton’s objec- 
tion, and— 

“It is of record that losses to 
the airborne elements in the first 
drop were less than 2 per cent; 
total losses for the entire opera- 
tion were less than 10 per cent.”

Heroic Monument Honors King Placed in 
hile Garibaldi, Mazzini 
Proper Recognition.

Without the counsel of Cavour, 
or without the republican enthu- 
siasm kindled by Mazzini and 
translated into force by Garibaldi, 
Victor Emmanuel—Vittorio Eman- 
uele in Italian — might have re- 
mained merely King of Sardinia, 
and the unity of Italy might have 
been delayed indefinitely. But to- 
day it is the florid monarch, with 
pointed beard, whose gilded fig- 
ure sits astride a horse at the cen- 
ter of Rome’s greatest monument, 
while one must search the city for 
memorials to the men who made 
him, and his kingly house, the 
rulers of Italy from Feb. 18, 1861, 
to the present rejection of Um- 
berto, fourth of its Savoyard rul- 
ers, by the Italy of 1946. 

Italy in the 1850s was not a na- 
tion, but, in the language of Eu- 
ropean diplomacy, “merely a geo- 
graphical expression.” Austria 
controlled Venetia and a part of 
northern Italy; Rome was under 
the temporal rule of the Papacy; 
Naples and Sicily were ruled by a 
Bourbon dynasty. Charles Albert 
of Savoy held sway over Pied- 
mont, Genoa, Turin and the island 
of Sardinia. 

Uprisings in Milan and else- 
where in Piedmont, in the revolu- 
tionary year of 1848, resulted in a 
brief war with Austria and in the 
granting of a constitution to the 
subjects ort Charles Albert. Victor 
Emmanuel, his son, succeeded to 
the throne of Sardinia on Charles 
Albert’s abdication. Victor Em- 
manuel saw military service in 
the fighting with Austria, and was 
slightly wounded. 


Cavour became prime minister 
in 1852. His diplomatic genius di- 
rected the moves of the weak 
Sardinian monarchy toward an al- 
liance with France, then ruled by 
Napoleon III, against Austria. To 
obtain Napoleon’s help, the Sar- 
dinlan kingdom had to cede Sa- 
voy, and ultimately Nice, to 
France, 

In this period, the monarchy 
was in touch with Mazzini's repub- 
lican forces. Mazzini, leader of 
unsuccessful uprisings in Milan 
and Mantua, and frequently an 
exile, te to Victor Emmanuel 
urging him to put himself at the 
head of{2 movement for Italian 
union, ahd promised the support 
of his followers. In the same pe- 
riod, under Cavour’s direction, 
Garibaldi was secretly assisted in 
his Sicilian expedition. When 
Garibaldi pressed on toward Rome,

Napoleon III refused to permit 
Italian forces to occupy Rome, 
and it was only after the Em- 
peror’s downfall in the Franco- 
Prussian war that French troops 
were withdrawn from the Eternal 
City, and Italian troops marched 
in July 2, 1871. It was at that 
time that the Pope, Pius IX, re- 
fused to recognize the new tem- 
poal rule, and without meeting 
the King, became a voluntary 
prisoner in the Vatican. 

Victor Emmanuel II is pictured 
by historians as a brave soldier, 
without great qualities as a mili- 
tary leader, and ag having “a 
great weakness for female soci- 
ety, having several mistresses, one 
of whom he married morganati- 
cally.” By his Queen, Adelaide, 
archduchess of Austria, he had a 
son, who on his death in 1878 
succeeded him as King Humbert, 
or Umberto I. | 

The first Umberto, grandfather 
of the present dearer of that 
name, observed constitutional re-

Um- 
eberto was killed by an anarchist 
in 1900. 


Victor Emmanuel III, who ab- 
dicated and left Italy recently, 
was monarch through the two 
World Wars and through Italy's 
predatory war on Turkey in 1911- 
12, by which Tripolitania and Cy- 
renaica were added to his domain. 
Following World War I, a serious 
internal situation, with unemploy- 
ment and high prices, prepared 
the way for Benito Mussolini’s 
Fascist coup of 1922. 

Mussolini entered Rome Oct. 30, 
1922, and presented himself to the

Cheap Pleas of Guilty 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have received from the Office of 
the Circuit Attorney his so-called Annual 
Report. He modestly states that he 
“handled” 1412 cases and that 1221 were 
convicted, thereby giving himself an ef- 
ficiency percentage of about 98 per cent. 

It sounds very fine. The St. ‘.uis 
American, however, shows that the num- 
ber of convictions actually secured was 
only 16; the other 1205 accepted light 
punishment in return for pleas of guil- 
ty, Twenty-two other cases were tried 
and resulted in acquittal either by the 
jury or the Court. The actual percentage 
of efficiency, therefore, is 16 out of 38 
cases tried, which is something less than 
98 per cent. 

What prompts my writing is a par- 
ticular incident which happened on New 
Tears Eve to a local family. While they 
were out at a party, their home was bur- 
‘giarized. Through the vigilance of a 


neighbor and the efficiency of the po- 
lice, the burglar was caught red-handed 
a few blocks away, with the goods he 
had stolen. He admitted committing 
other b es as well. The victims of 
this one were ready to prosecute and 
were awaiting word of the trial. They 
found out, meanwhile, that the burglar 
had been permitted to plead guilty and 
take 30 days in the workhouse for this 

and another 30 for another 
which he admitted. 

Now do you see why crimes of vio- 
lence are on the increase, particularly 
with respect to robberies and carrying 
concealed weapons’? I will venture the 
guess that in the 16 convictions which 
this high-salaried office secured last 
year, a large percentage were impover- 
ished Negroes.

Accents of Discord 


Foreign Secretary Bevin’s address to the House 
of Commons on British-United States-Russian re- 
lations is presented as a strong effort at success, 
but it sounds more like an attempt to place the 
blame for failure. The tone was not one that 
might persuade the Soviets to a course of rea- 
sonableness and co-operation—if in fact they 
are amenable to such persuasion. It can only 
increase their antagonism and suspicion, since 
the Foreign Secretary singled out Russia as the 
great obstruction to the making of the peace. 

Mr. Bevin is tragically right in the premise 
from which he speaks—that Russia and the 
Anglo-American democracies have reached a 
serious stage, in which it is evident that they 
must take hold of their problems with a far bet- 
ter spirit and a far better skill than they have 
ever done before, or go their perilously separate 
ways. But the faults are not to be corrected 
by recrimination. 

It is true, as the Foreign Secretary says, that 
Russia is trying to extend Communism. It is 
also true that Britain and the United States are 
trying to extend representative government. The 
points of doctrine on which the three largest 
powers come into serious conflict are those that 
relate to method and scope. 

The Anglo-American democracies are using the 
methods of economic penetration and credit, 
which they recognize as legitimate tools of com- 
petition. 
if a commercial co-operation could be worked 
out; and if the Soviet Union and the democra- 
cies could learn to work together, perhaps that 
would come about. Meanwhile, Russia is using 
the methods of armed force to extend Com- 
munism, which the United States and Britain 
regard as wrong. 

As to scope, there have been increasing evi- 
dences, as Mr. Bevin says, that the Soviet Gov- 
ernment feels that its security can be achieved 
only by attacking the democratic system and ex- 
tending Communism over the world. The United 
States and Britain have surely given the Soviet 
Union ample earnest by now that they have no 
designs on Communism in the Soviet Union, that 
they are willing to live side by side with Com- 
munism, each system respecting the other. 

There is a great need for the Soviet Union 
and the Anglo-American democracies to be called 
to the high duty they bear for making and keep- 
ing the peace. The world looks to them as its 
hope and its only hope. Yet they have dealt 
with the peace in terms of distrust and evasive- 
ness, There must be at least enough confi- 
dence in one another for open dealing, which 
there has been precious little of as yet. 

If the three great powers make themselves fit 
to build a peace, it will be out of humility and 
a sense on the part of each nation of its own 
responsibilities and failures. There is enough 
blame to go round. 

The sad truth is that the three powers that 
fought to a triumphant victory on the battlefield 
have made a sorry failure of it around the con- 
ference table. Russia has been at fault, but so 
has Mr. Bevin, who has been described as treat- 
ing the Soviet as though it were a breakaway 
labor union, and who may not be temperamental- 
ly the happiest choice for dealing with Mr. Molo- 
tov and Mr. Vishinsky. 

So has the United States been at fault, for its 
lack of a stable and complete foreign policy, and 
particularly for lack of a policy that would as- 
sure Russia of our peaceful intentions in dealing 
with the atomic bomb. 

While it is gravely a time for the three prin- 
cipal powers to face up to the crisis in their re- 
lations—which appears to be basically what Mr. 
Bevin had in mind—it is no time for them to do 
it by recrimination, as the Foreign Secretary has 
done. By hard and sincere and unremitting labor, 
and by small and slow advances, and most of all 
by a new spirit of confidence, co-operation can 
be achieved. 
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Mrs. Taft's Turkey 


Mrs. Robert A. Taft, opening her campaign 
for First Lady at a meeting of the Republican 
women of Pennsylvania, made a speech which, 
for sheer felicity, must be ranked somewhere 
very close to zero. She repeated oft-repeated 
wisecracks about the President: To err is Tru- 
man” and “delirium Trumans”; she said the 
President was “pitiful, really pitiful”: she sup- 
posed that “there are some able men in Mis- 
souri; but if there are, they are still out there.” 

When the catalogue of political gaucheries, 
distaff division, is gathered together, Mrs. Taft's 
little address may not even be a good runner-up, 
It is hardly in the class with Clare Luce’s ad- 
dress to the Republican National Convention of 
1944, in which she intimated to Gold Star 
mothers that their sons died on the field of 
battle solely because they had lacked the gump- 
tion to vote the straight Republican ticket. 

But for a compendium of remarks in painful 
taste, Mrs, Taft has given the field something to 
shoot at. To err is, she has made abundantly 
clear, occasionally Taft.

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Prosecutors or Judges? 

Assistant Cireuit Attorney Harry A. Levi de- 
serves a crocheted medallion for figuring out 
the most ingenuous excuse for wiping a case off 
trial docket. He dismissed a concealed weapons 
charge because the accused had received his 
pistol as a gift, had only one arm and there- 
fore “couldn’t have hurt anyone.” 

Mr. Levi has erased 11 concealed weapons 
charges this year, and admits that in two cases 
he wanted to give the defendant “a break.” 
Since when do our Prosecutors elect themselves 
Judges? His whole record raises the question: 
what has prosecution come to in St. Louis? 

For one thing, it has come to the feeble prac- 
tice of reducing charges in return for guilty 


pleas, as described in today’s Letters column. 


The Circuit Attorney’s office displays, with po- 
litical pride, a report of 98 per cent convictions 
last year, which is as pure as soft soap. But 
how did that office prepare for its advertising 
squib? Every police reporter knows that ar- 
rests on major crimes often are turned into con- 
It’s an easy way out 
for Prosecutors. 

This decline of prosecution is not confined 
to the city alone. In the county last January, 
Prosecuting Attorney Stanley Wallach dropped 
an open-and-shut case without visible justifica- 
tion. Two men had admitted robbing a man of 
$500, but when they repaid the money, the victim 
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It would, of course, be vastly better 
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refused to testify against them. Mr. Wallach 
could have forced tHe witness to testify under 
summons, but didn’t. He simply forgot about it. 

When a Prosecutor nol-prosses a case or re- 
duces a charge, it saves him the more strenuous 
effort of doing his job. It makes his record of 
convictions look superficially better. But it dis- 
courages the police in making arrests, invokes 
the scorn of law-breakers and makes crime a 
frolic. If that is how prosecution stands in this 
community, then it requires a grand jury in- 
vestigation. 


The Miami Herald Case 


As a newspaper that has always believed in 
extending to the courts that respect to which 
their conduct entitles them and no more, the 
Post-Dispatch salutes the Miami Herald. The 
Herald, becoming outraged at the legalistic 
dawdling of the Circuit Court at Miami in cases 
of organized gambling, published two forthright 
editorials and a stinging cartoon. 

The Judge responded with a citation for con- 
tempt, which was upheld by the Florida Su- 
preme Court. But the U. S. Supreme Court took 
a different view. In the majority opinion, Jus- 
tice Reed asserted that “free discussion of the 
problems of society is a cardinal principle of 
Americanism” and that the editorials and car- 
toon could have had no direct effect on the 
Judge’s actions, 

The Florida court had contended that the 
editorials and cartoon were calculated to interfere 
with judicial deliberation. On this point Justice 
Frankfurter commented tartly “No Judge fit to 
be one is likely to be influenced consciously 
except by what he sees and hears in court and by 
what is judicially appropriate for his delibera- 
tions.” ä 

Justice Murphy went further than any of his 
colleagues. The freedom of the press,“ he af - 
firmed, covers something more than the right 
to approve and condone in so far as the judiciary 
and the judicial process are concerned. It also 
includes the right to criticize and disparage, 
even though the terms be vitriolic, scurrilous 
and erroneous.” 

No respectable editor, of course, desires to be 
“scurrilous and erroneous,” but he would cer- 
tainly like to define the terms for himself rather 
than have them defined for him by a pompous, 
stupid or corrupt court possessed of the power 
to fine and imprison for “constructive contempt 
of court.” ä 

The decision in the Miami case is only one of 
several in recent years that have broadened and 
confirmed the freedom of the press as against 
the judicial prerogative of contempt. By now 
even the most obstinate Judge should realize 
that in his judicial person he is not sacrosanct, 
but is still human, fallible and subject to the 
same cool appraisal as other mortals. 
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Just Old American Hoodlumism 

It seemed like old times, with Martin Dies 
chairman of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities again, to hear the current 
chairman, Representative Wood of Georgia, dis- 
miss rumors of an investigation of the Ku Klux 
Klan in his State with the airy observation that 
“the threats and intimidations of the Klan are an 


old American custom—just like illegal Whisky 


making.” 

Mr. Wood’s view of it is obviously that the 
Klan is a mere Southern prank. When the 
time comes when a free and democratic Georgian 
can’t threaten and intimidate anyone he likes, 
he evidently believes, things will have come to a 
pretty pass. This country was founded, as we 
get him, to insure the individual the freedom of 
persecution. 

We do not know from what histories Repre- 
sentative Wood has drawn his notions of the 
land he lives in. But if he understands Ameri- 
canism to have anything in common with the 
terrorism, hoodlumism and murder which he 
refers to so cozily as “an old American custom,” 
Congress could profitably go in for a real old 
American custom, and knock on him, 
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A Wrong Righted 

The Congress of 1943, including many mem- 
bers of the present one, got a well-deserved 
rebuke when the Supreme Court struck down 
the act which severed Robert Morss Lovett, 
Goodwin B. Watson and William E. Dodd Jr. 
from the Federal payroll. And a violated funda- 
mental decency of American law got the full 
restoration it deserved. As Justice Black's opin- 
ion states it, the issue is, and has been from the 
beginning of the affair, perfectly simple: “The 
Constitution and Bill of Rights proscribed bills 
of attainder; that is, a legislative act which in- 
flicts punishment without a judicial trial.” 

It has also been clear all along that the Con- 
gress was unjust not only in form but in sub- 
stance, Assuming that any man could be tried 
for his opinions, all three of these men would 
have been found on ample evidence to be only 
on the “liberal” side of public issues. No one 
of them is half so radical as Abraham Lincoln. 
The quality of their judgment in some issues 
was debatable, but to find them subversive was 
transparently ridiculous from the start. 

Thus has a wrong been righted, and a 1946 
Congress which also shows evidence of reac- 
tionary temper has been given an object lesson. 
Only let us hope that this lesson will never have 
to be repeated, for the belated restoration of 
a right by judicial action cannot begin to com- 
pensate for the ordeal of the unjustly accused 
before judicial process can take its measured 
course. 


More Pay for Our Police 


If anyone has a justifiable case for a pay in- 


crease, it is the St. Louis police force. Maybe 
the recent squabble over the police union helped 
our Board of Police Commissioners to recognize 
this. In any case, the board has furthered 
a worthy purpose in backing up Senator Anthony 
Webbe’s bill for $517,000 more annual pay. The 
bill has been approved by the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee. 

This 10 per cent increase is needed to offset 
the increased cost of living, as Mark D. Eagle- 
ton, Police Board chairman, clearly told the 
committee. More than that, higher pay is the 
policeman’s due because his salary never has 
compensated for his responsibilities. The pres- 
ent pay for patrolmen is not enough. Surely the 
Legislature will accept the view of its commit- 
tee and the Police Board, and recognize St. 
Louis’s debt to its men in blue.

For every $10 the United States is spend- 
ing to prepare for war, the State Depart- 
ment is asking Congress for 2 cents to help 
insure peace. That is what its request for 
$19,284,778 for its information program 


comes 2 ca to. 

Dep ent officials do not believe, rela- 
tively speaking, they are making an im- 
modest request. They are convinced it is 
the lowest figure on which an adequate in- 
formation policy can be operated. In fact, 
Assistant Secretary William Benton, who is 
in charge of the program, says pointedly: 
“We have not only cut our program to the 
bone, but into the bone.” 

The House cut the 2 cents in half. If 
the House gets its way, the State Depart- 
ment will have only 1 cent for its informa- 
tion activities for every $10 the Army and 
Navy get for their planes, tanks, and atom 
bombs. 

The Senate, however, has not had its say. 
Mr. Benton and his aids fervently hope the 
upper chamber will grant their full request. 


Cost Is Small Potatoes 


After all, how much is $19,284,778? To 
the Government it is, relatively, small po- 
tatoes. It costs that much for the Navy 
to operate a couple of its battleships for a 
year in wartime. It is only half what Gen. 
Carl Spaatz expects to spend on his Army 
Air Forces each week. 

To the State Department, it represents 
the least it can get along with if it is to 
do any kind of a job telling the world about 
America, correcting false statements and 
false rumors about the United States, 


These officials realize, as perhaps neither 
Americans in general nor Congressmen in 
particular do, that radio stations and news- 
papers in many countries of the world are 
issuing half-truths, untruths or no truths 
about the people and the Government of 
the United States. Nearly 80 per cent of 
the people in the world get either no news, 
false news or censored news of what's hap- 
pening in America and of what America’s 
policies are. 

If there was a time when America could 
afford to be unconcerned over such a sit- 
uation, that time is definitely past, Secre- 


tary of State James F. Byrnes informed 
Congress in asking for the $19,284,778, 
America cannot play a leading part in the 
world and afford to have misleading myths 
about it circulated either ignorantly or 
maliciously, 

The House, in halving the department’s 
request, advised Mr. Benton and his aids to 
cut expenditures on each activity in half. 
That, the Congressmen apparently figured, 
was the simplest way of absorbing the cut. 


Unfortunately, that is impossible, as even 
an elementary review of proposed costs 
shows. The House granted the department 
$10,000,000 for information activities, or a 
little over 50 per cent of what it asked. But 
that does not mean that the department 
will have half of its down-to-the-bone bud- 
get to work with. 


A Third of Necessary Fund 


If activities have to be liquidated, libra- 
ries disbanded, short-wave broadcasting op- 
erations eliminated, a good chunk of that 
$10,000,000 is going to have to go for liqui- 
dation cost. Mr, Benton figures it at $2,- 
800,000.. That leaves only $7,200,000, then, 
to do the work of $10,000,000, Instead of a 
half, the department will actually be get- 
ting ohly about one third of what it is con- 
vinced is needed to do an adequate job. 


Also, expenses are such that -overseas 
broadcasting cannot be cut in half auto- 
matically. Fixed costs force either its com- 
plete elimination or the elimination of the 
other parts of the information program— 
libraries, exchange of persons, information 
officers in American missions abroad. Broad- 
casting costs just can’t be cut up or down 
on a rheostat basis, even if the House would 
like it that way. 

The Soviet Union and Great Britain 
spend far more money and energy in this 
field than the American State Department 
has ever thought of using. e 

As stated earlier, Mr. Benton is only ask - 
ing for the opportunity to spend 2 cents to 
help keep the peace for every $10 the Army 
and Navy are using to prepare against war. 
He and other department officials refuse 
to believe Congress doesn't care 2 cents for 
such a program. 


An Emblem for the GOP

As for us, we always thought the ele- 
phant was a pretty good symbol for the 
Republican party of recent years—lumber- 
ing, stolid, clumsy and never’ forgetting. 
The same conclusion goes for the Demo- 
cratic donkey—erratic, belligerent, some- 
times a hard worker, but often just stub- 
born. 

The Republicans might trot out a few of 
their old slogans for emblems, “The full 
dinner pail” worked in 1896. “The big stick” 
was good for Teddy Roosevelt. Since that 
time, none seems very fitting.

er slogans—two chickens in every pot, or 


two cars in every garage—probably wouldn't 
be considered, although they would make 
picturesque emblems.

As Seen by Two Writers 


“The War on Malnutrition and Poverty: The Role 
of Consumer Co-operatives,” by J. Murray Luck. 
(Harper & Brothers, New York.) 

“Co-operative Medleine,“ by James Peter Warbasse, 
M. D. (Co-operative League, U. 8. A., New York.) 
As a biochemist on the faculty of Stan- 

ford University, Mr. Luck has been im- 

pressed by the correlation between income 

and health. He concludes that poverty, more 
than ignorance and prejudice, has been re- 
sponsible for much of the nutritional dis- 
ease in the United States and Great Britain. 

As president of the Consumers’ Co-operative 

Society of Palo Alto, he has found in his 

extracurricular activities a way in which 

the average man can stretch his income 
and offset hunger, be it hollow or hidden. 
In many ways this is a remarkable book 
—a scientist’s study of the Hungry 408 of 
the last century out of which Rochdale co- 
operation grew, brought down to date with 
an account of specific consumer associa- 
tions with grade labeling of their products, 
refrigerated locker plants, study groups, 
credit unions and the barest mention of 
medical or hospital plans, to which Dr. 

Warbasse devotes the entire attention of 

his own slender volume,

To Dr. Warbasse, the economy of pre- 
ventive medicine and the preservation of 
the family doctor relationship in the “fad- 
ing individualistic competitive practice of 
medicine” are outstanding characteristics of 
the co-operative organization of health pro- 
tection. 

“With all its knowledge, the medical pro- 
fession as a whole does comparatively lit- 
tle in the way of preventing disease,” he 
writes. “Indeed, as it is now 
its prosperity depends upon the abundance 
of sickness. A few intelligent well-to-do 
people go to their doctor for a periodic 
health examination, but even with them 
this does not amount to a common prac 
tice. 

“The 160,000 doctors in the United States 
earn their living mostly from the 2 per cent 
of the population who are sick. The 98 per 
cent are more important and should be en- 
joying benefits of medical science which 
they rarely see. The preventive measures, 
quarantine, control of contagions, vaccina- 
tion, etc., are largely promoted by the state. 
The average doctor’s economic advantage 
depends upon people becoming sick.” 

With his double experience as a co-opera- 
tive leader and a surgeon, Dr. Warbasse 
has found that the co-operative method 
functions well when 150 to 200 families 
unite to employ a physician full time 
“No attempt should be made to get a bar- 
gain in a cheap doctor; there is no such 
thing.” ... “So far ag the care of the sick 
is concerned, the many who are well con- 
tribute to the needs of a lesser number who 
are sick.” Tay 

Not all medical men, Dr. Warbasse is 
happy to say, are in sympathy with the 
opposition of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation to co-operative medicine.

What About the German Officer Corps? 


S Mr. Byrnes was replying to 


Mr. Molotov’s broadside, the Allied 


Control Council in Berlin was unable to agree on the investiga- 
tion of German disarmament which Mr. Byrnes had proposed 


when he was at Paris. Information about the disagreement is to be 
given out after the next meeting of the Council which is to be held 
on Monday. But in the meantime Mr, Byrnes has told a press con- 
ference in Washington that the Soviet Government wished to confine 
the investigation to the disarmament of troops, whereas the Western 
Allies had insisted that the condition of German war industries be 


looked into also. 


This disagreement is, I believe, 
immensely significant, and worth 
a searching examination by all 
who wish to understand the real 
conflict among the Big Three. For 
surely it is very strange indeed 
that they cannot unite in order to 
look into the military condition of 
the enemy whom they have just 
paid such a terrible price to de- 
feat. What, we are compelled to 
ask, is .ehind this disagreement? 


Only Talking Points. 


The clue to the right answer to 
this question is to be found, it 
seems to me, in the fact that the 
Russians afd the British are ap- 
‘pealing to uninformed public 
opinion, afid are carefully avoid- 
ing what they cannot but know is 
the real issue in this matter. 

The real issue is not, as the 
Russian propaganda pretends, how 
many German troops in organized 
military formations there are, or 
have been until recently, within 
the British zone. Nor is the issue 
whether in the Russian zone there 
are still German munitions plants 
which have not been dismantled. 
These are talking points which 
hide the issue. 

Mr. Molotov, Mr. Bevin, Mr. 
Byrnes, the Foreign Office, the 
British Information Services, our 
own War Department in the per- 
gon of Mr. Petersen—and, I may 
add for good measure, Lord Van- 
sittart—know perfectly well that 
the revival of German military 
power is not dependent upon how 
many German troops have not yet 
been completely demobilized or 
how many factories capable of 
making munitions there are now 
in Germany. )

It is silly for the Russians to 
pretend to believe that there is 
now in the British zone a German 
Army, mobilized and equipped to 
fight them. But it is disingenuous 
of the British propaganda to think 
that by denying this silly allega- 
tion, it has disposed of the prob- 
lem of the revival of German mili- 


tary power. 

What is it in a country like 
Germany, which has the essentials 
of military power, that really mat- 
ters? It is the officer corps-—the 
professional staff officers and 
commanders who possess the mili- 
tary know-how. They are the cre- 
ators of armies. Industrial plants 
can be converted or built quickly. 


Soldiers can be trained in a 
eomparatively short time. The 
weapons of one war are soon obso- 
lete. But the military know-how 
of an officer corps, especially of 
the high officers, cannot be im- 
provised quickly, and if their mili- 
tary traditions and their art are 
lost, then a nation, though it have 
industry and manpower, cannot 
easily have a military revival. 

Everyone who knows the history 
ef how German militarism sur- 
vived defeat and disarmament in 
1918 knows how true this is. 

The real question is what has 
happened to the German officer 
corps. What has happened to the 
German officers who surrendered 


at Stalingrad and were for a time 
publicly pampered by the Soviet 
Government? And what has hap- 
pened to the German officers who 
surrendered in the British zone 
and were treated with so much 
professionali consideration? 


Have they been made to under- 
stand, have they been effectively 
convinced, that their professional 
military careers are ended? That 
is the real question, and not how 
many Germans are still in organ- 
ized formations or whether there 
are plants which could manufac- 
ture machine guns. 


No one, I believe, who has been 
in Germany, Austria and Italy, 
can doubt that the German pro- 
fessional officerg believe and have 
been allowed to believe, that 
though disarmed and demobilized, 
they continue to be an important 
consideration in the speculations 
and calculations of all the Allied 
military planners. 


What Nazi Officers Know. 


No one will announce it, no one 
will publicly avow it. All when 
challenged will solemnly deny it. 
Yet it is true. And e en if the 
German officers did not know how 
their conquerors talk when they 
are not issuing public statements, 
they would know—being highly 
educated in the military profes- 
sion—that it must be true. 


They know that when the great 
powers glare at each other across 
the military line which separates 
them, and talk about showdowns, 
offensives, conflicts, crusades, the 
possibilities of war, their highest 
responsible offictais must be con- 
sidering the part which the Ger- 
mans will play in event of war. 


What is the use of pretending 
that the soldiers and diplomats in 
Moscow, London and Washington 
have demurely declined to consid- 
er what use they could make of 
these Germans? They would be 
military nincompoops if they had 
not considered it, and were not 
considering it. 


Seed Corn of New Crop. 


The Germans know that their 
conquerors are certainly not mill- 
tary nincompoops, and that alone 
-—quite apart from any private 
hints and assurance they may 
have had, or thought they have 
had—is quite sufficient to preserve 
them as a corps of professionals 
waiting, hoping and planning fer 
the day when they are invited to 
reconstitute the German military 
power. 

The Allies have disarmed the old 
German Army. They have dislo- 
cated and destroyed the old Ger- 
man war plant. They have demo- 
bilized the old German Army. But 
if they have not deprived the mili- 
tary caste of the hope and expec- 
tation. of a military career, they 
have not demilitarized Germany. 

They have destroyed the military 
crop which grew to such might 
in 1939. But they will have left the 
seed corn of another crop which 
could well grow quickly enough in 


the wet hot climate of their sui- 
cidal rivalry.

We Aren’t Fortifying Alaska 


N the latest blast from Moscow, American imperialism is the 
charge hurled by Russia in connection with the American interest 


in bases, 
United States base in Iceland. It 
champions of Russia. 


Here is an important fact which 
certainly modifies that charge. It 
is a fact which was concealed 
by wartime secrecy. 


At only one point are the bor- 
ders of the Soviet Union and the 
United States in close proximity. 
Across the Bering Strait, the west- 
ern tip of Alaska is separated 
from the eastern tip of Siberia 
by only 54 miles. In Western Alas- 
ka, there are not only no bases 
but no defenses of any conse- 
quence. 

The story of our defense sys- 
tem in Alaska, our farthest fron- 
tier, is a curious one. The Army 
and Navy together have poured 
more than a billion dollars into 
Alaska. A great chain of bases 
has been buil. in Southern Alaska 
and the Aleutians. With one or 
two minor exceptions, these bases 
are hundreds of miles — in the 
worst flying weather in the world 
—from the nearest border of our 
wartime ally, Russia. 

One of the minor exceptions is 
Kuskokwim, a base built at the 
head of. Kuskokwim Bay, which 
is about 300 air miles north of 
the Aleutians. Xuskokwim is now 
being decomm ed, as is an- 
other base on the west coast, 
Naknek. 


No F Real Defense System. 


The major bases were all aimed 
at Japan. They are far out in the 
Aleutian chain. Perhaps the larg- 
est is at Adak. One almost entire- 
ly unknown to the public is on 
the tiny island of Shemya. It was 
selected because it is almost the 
only island in the chain with 
suificient flat surface to provide 
a landing field for heavy bombers. 

Although it was hidden by top- 
secret restrictions, a start was 
made on a base on the Seward 
Peninsula, which is nearest the 
great Asiatic land mass. At great 
cost, materials were hauled to 
Port Clarence, north of Nome. 
They were to go into a base back 
of Port Clarence at Point Spencer. 

Those materials have now been 
declared surplus. The plans for 
the base have been abandoned. 
Some of our Alaskan defense ad- 
visers believe this is a mistake. 
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They argue that, with millions still

being spent on defensive bases in 
the South Pacific, a little could 
be spared for a purely defensive 
base on the westernmost tip of 
Alaska. 


The whole of Northwest Alaska 
is without any real defense sys- 
tem. One may ask what it mat- 
ters—just a lot of frozen, empty 
country? One answer is that the 
Navy is preparing to develop 
what appear to be extensive oil 


deposits in Northern Alaska. 


Another and far more important 
answer is that Alaska would give 
an enemy easy bombing range of 
United States industrial centers. 


Caginess of the Russians. 


All through the war, Alaska 
was a major ferry point for lend- 
lease planes going to Russia. 
American pilots were not allowed 
to deliver those planes on Russian 
soil, Instead, Russian pilots were 
flown to Fairbanks, 500 miles in 
the interior. Wartime Fairbanks 
was an extraordinary spectacle, 
with Russians constantly going 
and coming. Yet in two or three 
instances when top-flight Ameri- 
cans wanted to fly into Russia by 
the back door, it took all sorts of 
negotiations. Special restrictions 
were applied on these flights. 

Planning and construction of 
the base at Point Spencer was a 
top secret in its beginning phase. 
But Soviet flyers flew back and 
forth across that area almost at 
will. 


‘About what is happening in the 
eastern tip of Siberia, we know 
nothing or next to nothing. It is 
a certainty, however, that the So- 
viets, with their far-reaching in- 
telligence system, know the exact 
status of our Alaskan defense. 
What is printed here will not be 
news in Moscow. 


If the United States had im- 
perialistic aims that in any way 
involved Soviet Russia, then the 
first place to establish bases 
would be where the two borders 
are only 54 miles apart. This 
country has shown no intention 
of fortifying our side of that bor- 
der. What Russia is doing on the 
other side is only one small part 
of the great unknown.

EPSOM England, June 5 (AP) 
Airborne, a 50-to-1 shot which 
won only one previous race in his 
career, took the 163rd running of 
the Derby today on a rain-soaked 
course before a crowd estimated 
— 120,000, including the royal fam- 

. 

The dark-horse closed with a 
great rush in the last 100 yards to 
overhaul Gulf Stream, the favor- 
ite and hope of 82-year-old Lord 
Derby for his fourth Derby tri- 
umph, and finish a length in front. 

A furlong from home, Gulf 
Stream looked like the winner 
when the gray Airborne turned 
loose his finishing kick to sweep 
to the wire and pick up the 332, 
062 winner's purse. 


Time Far Off Record. 

Running on a soft track, Air- 
borne posted one of the slowest 
times for the mile and 885 yards 
——2:443-5. It was far off the Ep- 
som Downs Derby record of 
2:33 4-5, which the gray Mahmoud 
chalked up in 1936, and was the 
slowest since Lord Woolvington’s 
2:4745 in 1922. 


Behind the two leaders at the 
wire was Tom Lilley’s Radiothera- 
py, an 8 to 1 shot. Another out- 
sider, Lord Durham's White Jack- 
et, was fourth. 

Airborne is owned by J. E. Fer- 
guson, a plastic manufacturer with 
a small stable. The colt is trained 
by R. Perryman, which won the 
St. Leger last year with Chamos- 
saire, and was ridden by T. Low- 
rey, each gaining his first Derby 
triumph. 

For Airborne it marked a com- 
plete reversal of his form up to 
now. Previously, in six starts, he 
had managed to score only once— 
in a maiden race at Newmarket 
last month. 

Aga Khan Fails in Bid. 

Airborne was purchased by Fer- 

guson as a yearling for 3300 
— ($13,860) and is the first 
horse the plastics manufacturer 
ever started in a classic race. 

Along with Lord Derby, the Aga 
Khan also failed in his bid for 
a fourth Derby winner when his 
well-backed, handsome Khaled, 
unbeaten as a two-year-old and 
second in the 2000 guineas last 
month, wound up eighth. 

Two others among the betting 
favorites, Sir William Cooke’s Hap- 
py Knight, a 5 to 1 shot, and Lord 
Astor's Fast and Fair, at 8 to 1. 
failed to finish among the first 
nine in the field. Happy Knight 
won the 2000 guineas, first of 
England's “Triple Crown” races, 
in May, by four lengths, whipping 
Khaled, radiotherapy and Gulf 
Stream. 

Ferguson told newsmen that 
Airborne was bought for him at 
the yearling sales by Walter Earl 
trainer of Lord Derby’s second- 
place Gulf Stream. 

Happy Knight cut out the early 
pace in the race, breaking in front 
of Peterborough, Bridle Path, 
White Jacket and Massif at the 
start, as Friar Tuck was virtually 
left at the post. 

At the mile mark, Gulf Stream 
took command, leading Qui Va 
La, Royal Commission, Khaled, 
Neapolitan and Happy Knight in 
that order, with Airborne still /to 
be heard from.

Concern About Legality 
of Changing CAB 
Findings on 4 Latin- 


American Routes.

WASHINGTON, June 5—Presi- 

dent Truman’s unusual action in 

the Civil Aeronautics 
Board's decisions on four impor- 
tant air routes had given rise to 
speculation in the capital today as 
to the legality of his action and 
his future policy on new airline 
sky paths. 

The CAB for more than a year 
had been analyzing the application 
of 11 domestic airlines for Latin 
American routes. Two weeks ago 
it decided that four domestic 
lines should be granted Caribbean 
routes to compete with Pan Amer- 
ican Airways. The Board, how- 
ever, concluded that Pan Ameri- 
can needed no competition on its 
profitable Bermuda and South 

American routes. 
Changes Made by Truman. 

President Truman studied the 
board's decision and then person- 
ally made four changes: 

Certified an additional car- 
Tier to South America as far 
south as Rio de Janiero and 
Buenos Aires; _ 

_ Certified a second carrier be- 
tween New York and Bermuda 
and Washington and Bermuda; 

Certified Eastern Airlines for 
a non-stop service from Miami 
to San Juan; 

Certified Western Airlines in- 
stead of Pan American for the 
Los Angeles-Mexico City route, 
with stops at San Diego and 
la Paz, Mexico. 

In the last two instances, Tru- 
man named Eastern Airlines and 
Western as the carriers to be des- 
ignated by the CAB. 

The CAB itself, in response to 
Truman's call for more competi- 
tion, designated Braniff Airways 
as the additional carrier to South 
America, and picked Colonial Air 
Lines as the second carrier be- 
tween New York and Bermuda, 
and Washington and Bermuda. 

Over Legality of Action.

$10,000, subject to income taxes.

Both are exempt from income tax 
which makes Hutson’s take-home 
pay more than $20,000. Men who 
pay income taxes must receive 
$35,000 to achieve so generous a 
“for keeps” salary. It is not too 
bad to be a “kickee upstairs” 
when the income is three times 
as large as before.

Taking them individually and 
probably in order of their import- 
ance at the moment—and I stress, 
at the moment: 


Zhdanov, 50 years old, chairman 
of the Supreme Soviet’s Council 
of the Union, one of Russia’s two 
legislative chambers.

He's a full member of the Polit-

An audit of the general fund 
of the Belleville Township Relief 
Administration will be made, fol- 
lowing disclosure yesterday of an 
$841 deficit in the administra- 
tion’s relief fund. 

The audit was ordered by the 
organization’s board of auditors 
after they received the report of 


the St. Louis firm of Benner, 
English, Meagher & Bedel, certi- 
fied public accountants, who had 
examined the relief fund records, 

Ernest W. Tiemann Sr., Mayor 
of Belleville and former chief 
supervisor of the relief adminis- 
tration, told the auditors’ board 
the deficit could be accounted for 
by a transfer of $900 from the re- 
lief fund to the general fund in 
1944. He said the general fund at 
that time needed more money and 
the transfer was authorized by the 
administration’s attorney. 

The shortage was first discov- 
ered by Adolph Barnicol, present 
relief administrator, who suc- 
ceeded Tiemann May 1, 1945. Bar- 
nicol reported a discrepancy of 
$1605 between the bank balance 
and ledger accounts but the au- 
ditors’ examination reduced the 
deficit to $841.

proved and transformed from a 
fair to a moderately good surgi- 
cal risk. This anemia may 
from loss of blood or 2 secondary 
toxic anemia. 


Various blood 8 (ab- 
normal composition of the blood 
and humors) fit into this group. 
Post-operative surgical cases sug- 
gesting long convalescence from 
a persistently abnormal blood pic- 
ture are very responsive to blood 
transfusions. This same picture 
may be present in a medical case 
recuperating from a serious ill- 
ness, Blood transfusions lift them 
over the “hump” and then liver 
iron and vitamins, etc. will be 
much more effective. 


Time and space do not permit 
to elaborate in detail about the 
many indications and advantages 
of blood transfusions, but this is 
sufficient evidence of its un- 
questionable therapeutic capabili- 
ties. 

As an enthusiastic supporter of

A Partner 
In Household

HERE are secrets in every 
Tus. of course, but some of 
them are just the privacies 
created in the home and are dealt 
with easily. Some of them are 
family matters that never should 
have been made secret. Some rare 
ones are real skeletons that are 
better kept locked away. The 
point of the situation here is 
that the fewer the secrets the 
better and the greater the 
chances for their preservation. 
The big, dark secrets in the fa- 
mily closet usually are taken care 
of by the very dread they breed. 
Those that make trouble in the 
family are the unnecessary ones, 
such as the family income, family 
plans, family traditions. These 
should be made plain to the chil- 
dren right from the start, so that 
they become accustomed to living 
within their limitations—for these 
family secrets do create family li- 
mitations.

CHILDREN should know about 
the finances of the family as soon 
as they indicate sufficient growth 


of understanding to be trusted 
with the facts. That will be early 
in their growth, if they are 
trained toward the truth at the 
beginning. If a child is given 
everything for which he asks, no 
matter at what sacrifice to the 
family, he will grow up with the 
notion that there is no limit to 
the fortune of the household. 
When he becomes old enough to 
make his demands so costly that 
the family no longer can meet 
them, it is too late for him to ad- 
just to the realities and there is 
a general upheaval, often very 
costly to all concerned. 

Teach the children from the 
start—as soon as they begin ask- 


ing for things, for spending money 


—what the limitations, needs and 
privileges of the family are, and 
there will be much less adjust- 
ment needed and life in the house- 
hold will be much more harmon- 
ious,

TEACH the children the tradi- 
tions of the family in matters 
of behavior, religion, education 
and like important matters. A 
family, the heads of which never 
go to church, never talk about 
religion, must not be shocked into 
hysteria when a child marries 
“outside the faith.” He did not 
know that there was such a faith 
in his family, until the minute of 
disaster. If the family wants to 
hold its faith, it must teach it 
to the children by daily example. 

Make the children partners of 
the household as early as pos- 
sible—that is always sooner than 
one thinks. Children are intelli- 
gent and they rise to responsi- 
bility and maintain it with greater 
power than adults suspect. Live 
with them, share with them, make 
friends of them, and the family 
secrets will be quite safe in their 
capable hands.

East 
ruffed in with the queen and de- 
clarer had the unpleasant choice 
of conceding the trick, making the 
worthless discard of a spade, or 
of over-ruffing with the ace, He 
chose the latter. Now a spade was 
led from the closed hand. East 
won and laid down the diamond 
ace. Declarer ruffed with the 
eight of hearts and West dis- 
carded his last spade. On another 
spade lead by declarer, West 
ruffed with the six of hearts and 
returned his last club. East ruffed 
this with the heart seven and de- 
clarer made his fourth and last 
trick when he over-ruffed with 
the jack. 

Thus, the doubled contract went 
down three tricks, and East-West 
added insult ta injury when they 
pointed out that they could not 
even have made a non-vulnerable
